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INTRODUCTORY. 


An  attempt  to  give  a  graphic  and  complete  description  of  such 
a  place  as  Newton  within  the  narrow  limits  to  which  this  sketch 
must  be  confined  is  much  like  the  old  lady's  attempt  to  sweep 
back  the  Atlantic  ocean — it  may  be  amusing,  but  it  will  certainly  be  ex- 
hausting, and  the  results  will  naturally  be  quite  unsatisfactory.  The 
typical  Newtonian  firmly  believes  that  there  is  not  another  city  in  the 
world  like  the  one  of  which  he  is  a  representative,  and  the  probability  is 
that  his  belief  is  fully  justified  by  the  facts — at  all  events,  it  is  sure  that  there  is  not  another  New- 
ton in  America,  no  other  community  that  equals  this  as  regards  a  combination  of  large  area,  con- 
venience, beauty  and  healthfulness  of  location ;  excellence  and  magnitude  of  educational  and  social 
facilities  ;  modern  metropolitan  conveniences  and  ancient  yet  ever  young  and  attractive  country 
attractions.  Doubtless  not  a  few  of  our  readers  will  consider  this  to  be  decidedly  exaggerated 
praise,  but  those  who  so  class  it  are  probably  either  ignorant  of  Newton  or  else  are  uninformed 
concerning  the  true  standing  of  other  cities  and  towns. 

As  regards  population,  as  regards  acres  of  brick  and  mortar,  as  regards  mercantile  and  manu- 
facturing establishments,  as  regards  theatres,  ''opera  houses,"  and  bar  rooms,  Newton  is  not  a 
big  "  city, — in  fact,  can  hardly  claim  to  be  a  city  at  all,  for  there  is  very  little  brick  and  mortar 
used  here  excepting  in  the  making  of  chimneys  and  foundations  ;  there  are  but  few  stores  and 
factories  in  proportion  to  the  population,  and  theatres,  opera  houses  and  bar-rooms  are  con-

spicuous  by  their  absence  ;  but  when  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  territory  covered,  of  influence 
and  of  desirability  as  a  place  of  residence,  Newton  must  be  regarded  as  a  big  city  in  the  true  sense 
of  that  much-abused  term.  She  is  called  the  Garden  City  of  New  England,"  and  a  more  fitting 
title  could  not  be  given  her,  for  Webster  tells  us  that  a  garden  is  "  a  rich,  well-cultivated  tract  of 
country;  a  delightful  spot,"  and  that  is  as  accurate  and  satisfying  a  description  of  Newton'as

could  be  given  in  such  few  words.  Newton  has  also  been  called  "the  most  valuable  portion  of  the 
Hub,"  "  the  aristocratic  bed  room  of  Boston,"  and  various  other  names  have  been  applied  to  her 
to  signify  the  relation  she  bears  to  New  England's  metropolis,  and  yet  it  is  true  that  but  a  very 
small  proportion  of  Boston's  population  appreciate  the  importance  and  the  beauty  of  this  sister 
city,  and  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  no  other  portion  of  the  so-called  "  suburban  district"  offers 
equal  inducements  to  those  who  appreciate  beautiful  scenery,  pure  air  and  pure  water,  actually  all 
the  "  modern  conveniences,"  cultured  society,  and  frequent,  low-priced  and  absolutely  reliable 
transportation  service.  We  don't  mean  to  say  that  there  is  no  demand  among  Bostonians  for 
accommodations  in  the  Garden  City,  on  the  contrary,  the  demand  is  active  and  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, but  great  as  it  is,  it  is  but  small  in  comparison  with  what  it  would  be  if  knowledge  of 
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Newton's  advantages  were  more  generally  diffused.  And  yet  the  development  of  Newton  is  going 
on  with  what  would  have  been  looked  upon  comparatively  few  years*ago  as  phenomenal  rapidity  j 
comfortable  homes  and  elegant  mansions  are  being  built  in  each  of  the  numerous  sections  or 
villages  of  this  peculiarly  arranged  city,  and  many  a  now  vacant  field?or  bit  of  woodland  will  be 
adorned  by  a  more  or  less  pretentious  structure  within  a  year  after  these  words  are  written.  But 
without  further  preface  let  us  try  to  give  in  a  few  words  some  idea  of  the  Newton  of  the  past,  the 
Newton  of  the  present  and  thejprobable  Newton  of  the  future.

THE  SETTLEMENT. 

The  seal  of  the  city  bears  the  words  :  "  Founded,  1630  ;  incorporated  a  town,  1688  ;  a  city, 
1873."  There  you  have  the  story  of  Newton's  origin  and  development  in  a  nutshell,  but  of  course 
it  does  not  go  into  details,  it  does  not  tell  you  that  the  first  permanent  settler  took  up  his  abode 
here  in  1639  ;  that  Newton  was  once  a  part  of  Cambridge,  and  that  the  Cambridge  people  were  so 
fond  of  Newton — or  rather  of  its  tax- paying  ability — that  the  residents  of  that  delectable  region 
had  to  strive  earnestly  for  more  than  thirty  years  before  they  were  legally  severed  from  their 
affectionate  neighbors,  the  latter  having  hindered  the  General  Court  from  taking  decisive  action  in 
the  matter  by  making  such  loving  remarks  concerning  their  Newton  fi-iends  as  :  "  These  long- 
breathed  petitioners,  finding  that  they  had  such  good  success  that  they  could  never  cast  their  lines 
into  the  sea  but  something  was  catched,  resolve  to  bait  their  hook  again."  Newton  "  catched" 
her  long  fished  for  freedom  in  1688,  and  in  1691  she  returned  to  the  sea  of  oblivion  the  objection- 
able titles  of  "  Cambridge  Village  "  and  "  New  Cambridge,"  and  was  formally  given  by  the  great 
and  General  Court  the  name  of  New  Town,  which  was  a  sort  of  a  historical  misfit  that  had  been 
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worn  and  cheerfully  given  up  by  Cambridge  and  should  not  have  been  made  over  for  the  use  of 
Nonantum — "  the  region  of  rejoicing."  Three-quarters  of  a  century  later  it  was  again  made  over, 
or  rather  was  shortened  a  little,  for  in  1766  Judge  Fuller  became  town  clerk,  and  he  at  once  began 
to  save  ink  and  labor  by  writing  it  Newton  instead  of  New  Town.  He  was  not  authorized  to  do  so, 
but  for  years  this  had  been  the  way  the  town's  name  had  been  spelled  by  all  excepting  those  who 
wrote  in  an  official  capacity,  and  therefore  no  objection  was  made  to  his  robbing  the  town  of  a 
letter.

The  early  history  of  Newton,  and  iu  fact  of  all  New  England  towns  that  were  founded  away 
back  in  the  sixteen  hundreds,  contains  much  that  seems  odd,  not  to  say  decidedly  amusing,  in 
these  frivolous  days,  but  space  within  the  limits  of  this  necessarily  brief  sketch  is  so  confined  that 
merely  the  briefest  hints  can  be  given  of  what  may  be  found  in  early  Newton  history.  For 
instance,  think  of  there  being  slaves  right  here  in  Massachusetts,  and  think  how  tenderly  they 
were  cared  for  by  a  peoi)le  who  made  such  laws  as  the  following  for  the  "protection  of  the  liberties 
of  servants":  "If  any  man  smite  out  the  eye  or  tooth  of  his  man  servant,  or  maid  servant,  or 
otherwise  maym  or  much  disfigure  him,  unlesse  it  be  by  meere  casualtie,  he  shall  let  them  go  free 
from  his  service,  and  shall  have  such  further  recompense  as  the  Court  shall  allow  him."  The 
ancient  town  records  contain  many  an  item  which  reads  very  queerly  now,  such  as:  "  It  was 
ordered  that  no  person  shall  take  tobacco  inibliquely  under  the  penalty  of  eleven  shillings,  nor 
privately,  in  his  own  house  or  in  the  house  of  another,  before  strangers,  and  that  two  or  more 
shall  not  take  it  anywhere,  under  the  aforesaid  penalty  for  such  offense."  If  that  order  were  to  be 
enforced  now,  there  would  probably  be  a  riot  in  this  degenerated  community.  "  It  was  ordered 
that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  cakes  and  buns  except  at  funerals  and  weddings."    It  is 
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by  no  means  clear  what  the  object  of  this  last  order  was,  but  perhaps  it  was  designed  to  encourage 
death  and  matrimony. 

Although  some  of  the  notions  of  our  Newton  ancestors  may  seem  somewhat  absurd  to  us,  still 
we  cannot  fail  to  see  that  in  some  respects  at  least  thay  were  worthy  of  their  descendants,  for  we 
are  told  that  "  many  of  those  who  dwell  near  the  Charles  river  never  goto  meeting,"  and,  con- 
sidering the  many  attractions  of  that  famous  stream,  especially  during  the  boating  season,  we  can 
readily  understand  their  remissness  in  that  respect.    We  can  also  appreciate  their  interest  in

public  affairs  and  their  desire  to  have  us  know  how  much  we  owed  to  them,  for  in  1765  they 
opposed  the  stamp  act  as  strongly  as  some  of  us  have  opposed  the  McKinley  bill,  and  in  their 
instructions  to  their  representative  in  the  General  Court  they  said  :  * '  We  therefore  think  it  our 
indispensable  duty,  in  justice  to  ourselves  and  to  our  posterity,  as  it  is  our  reasonable  privilege, 
to  declare  our  greatest  dissatisfaction  with  this  law ;  and  we  think  it  incumbent  on  you  by  no 
means  to  join  in  any  public  measures  for  countenancing  and  assisting  in  the  execution  of  said  act, 
but  to  use  your  best  endeavors  in  the  General  Assembly  to  have  the  undeniable  rights  of  the  people 
of  the  province  asserted  and  vindicated,  and  left  upon  public  record,  that  posterity  may  never 
have  reason  to  charge  the  present  time  with  the  guilt  of  tamely  giving  them  away.  Voted,  that 
the  foregoing  be  recorded  in  the  town  book,  that  posterity  may  see  and  know  the  great  concern  the 
people  at  this  day  had  for  their  invaluable  rights,  privileges  and  liberties."  But  perhaps  the 
strongest  evidence  we,  the  posterity,  have  of  the  greatness  of  this  concern  is  that  afforded  by  the 
famous  "Newton  resolution  of  independence,"  passed  June  17,  1776.  It  appears  upon  the  town 
records  as  follows  :    ' '  After  some  debate  on  the  second  article  in  the  warrant  the  question  was 
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put,  that  in  case  the  honorable  Continental  Congress  should  for  the  safety  of  the  American  colonies 
declare  them  independent  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  whether  the  inhabitants  of  this  town 
would  solemnly  engage  with  their  lives  and  fortunes  to  support  them  in  the  measure,  and  the  vote 
passed  unanimously  in  the  affirmative."  And  this  vote  is  all  the  more  impressive  after  study^of 
Newton's  work  during  the  Revolution.  From  a  population  of  1,400  were  furnished  430  soldiers, 
and  not  one  able-bodied  man  in  town  failed  to  enter  the  ranks.    Nor  was  the  reputation  of  Newton

as  a  home  for  patriots  injured  by  her  action  during  the  Rebellion.  The  national  government 
called  for  1,067  men  from  this  town,  and  was  furnished  with  1,129  soldiers  and  41  sailors.  The 
Newton  soldiers'  monument  was  the  first  one  erected  in  New  England  and  it  commemorates  the 
loss  of  59  men,  for  Newton  soldiers  as  a  whole  saw  a  great  deal  of  active  service,  and  the  percent- 
age of  loss  was  unusually  large. 

But  we  cannot  devote  any  more  time  to  the  past  Newton,  in  spite  of  the  interest  and  the 
significance  of  its  history.  We  must  at  once  begin  to  roughly  sketch  the  Newton  of  to-day,  so  let 
us  simply  note  the  fact  that  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  population  began  about  1865,  when 
there  were  8,978  inhabitants ;  in  1870  there  were  12,825,  and  in  October,  1873,  the  people  voted  to 
accept  the  city  charter  offered  them  by  the  General  Court  in  response  to  a  petition.  The  popula- 
tion has  increased  more  than  100  per  cent,  since  that  time,  and  yet  the  present  Newton  that  we 
are  now  going  to  look  at  is  but  an  infant  in  comjjarison  with  the  Newton  that  will  welcome  the 
rapidly  approaching  new  century. 
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THE    NEWTON    OF  TO-DAY. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  give  an  understandable  and  comprehensive  description  of  Newton,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  city  is  so  unlike  any  other  that  each  of  its  characteristics  must  be  described 
in  detail  in  order  to  enable  a  stranger  to  realize  just  what  Newton  is.  There  are  many  cities  in 
this  country  which  resemble  Newton  in  one  respect,  they  belong  to  the  "  25,000  to  30,000  popula- 
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tion  class," — meaning,  of  course,  that  they  belong  among  that  class  of  cities  made  up  of  those 
whose  population  ranges  from  25,000  to  30,000, — but  the  resemblance  closes  right  here,  for  not  a 
city  in  that  class  resembles  Newton  in  the  area  of  the  territory  covered,  the  distribution  of  the 
population  and  the  total  absence  of  any  "citified  section"  with  monotonous  brick  and  stone 
blocks,  dirty  streets  and  sidewalks  and  other  metropolitan  advantages.  Even  the  most  important 
business  sections  of  Newton  are  refreshingly  free  from  overcrowding,  and  from  the  cutting  off  of 
air  and  light  by  tall  buildings  along  narrow  streets,  and  there  is  also  a  refreshing  freedom  from  the 
noise,  confusion  and  obstruction  caused  by  heavily  laden  teams  jolting  along  over  roughly  paved 
roadways.  How  is  this  desirable  condition  of  affairs  brought  about  in  an  enterprising  and  growing 
city  containing  so  many  inhabitants  ?  Well,  by  exceptional  distribution  of  population  and  by  the 
management  of  affairs  so  as  to  serve  the  city  as  a  whole  rather  than,  any  one  section  of  it  at  the 
expense  of  all  the  rest.    Some  idea  of  the  general  distribution  of  population  over  the  large  expanse 
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of  country  within  Newton's  limits  may  be  gained  from  the  fact  that  the  city  contains  ten  villages, 
besides  several  '*  semi- villages,"  and  a  quite  thickly  populated  rural  region.  There  are  no  less 
than  ten  post  offices  and  fourteen  railway  stations  in  this  expansive  city  and  there  are  also  two 
excellent  electric  street  railway  lines,  so  that  the  excellence  and  comprehensiveness  of  the  trans- 
portation service  and  the  mail  service  are  self-evident,  and  it  is  also  plain  that  the  belief  of  the 
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residents  of  Newton  in  the  importance  of  each  of  the  many  sections  of  their  city  is  by  no  means  a 
purely  local  opinion,  but  is  shared  by  those  in  charge  of  one  of  the  most  impoi-tant  departments  of 
Uncle  Sam's  business,  and  by  those  who  furnish  transportation  in  this  hurrying  age. 

The  villages  of  Newton  are  named  :  Newton,  Newton ville,  Newton  Centre,  West  Newton, 
Newton  Lower  Falls,  Newton  Upper  Falls,  Newton  Highlands,  Auburndale,  Riverside  and 
Nonantum — certainly  a  somewhat  extended  collection  of  Newtons,  and  one  which  explains  the 
anxiety  of  the  wearied  stranger,  who,  after  driving  about  for  hours,  and  repeatedly  asking,  "What 
town  is  this,  please?"  finally  gasped  out,  "Say,  aren't  there  any  other  towns  in  Massachusetts  but 
Boston  and  Newton  ?"  Of  these  villages,  the  biggest  is  Newton,  and  the  handsomest  is — each  of 
them  (that  is,  in  the  opinion  of  residents  of  it ;  there  may  be  a  citizen  of  Newton  who  does  not 
think  that  he  lives  in  the  handsomest  part  of  it,  but  if  so,  we  have  not  yet  met  him).  This  firm 
belief  in  the  beauty  of  each  and  all  of  the  sections  of  the  Garden  City  is  by  no  means  confined  to 
those  who  dwell  there  ;  it  is  shared  and  has  been  given  expression  to  by  many,  whose  homes  are 
elsewhere,  and  whose  opinion  in  the  matter  is  not  biased  by  the  operation  of  local  preferences,  and 
is  rendered  authoritative  by  the  capacity  arising  from  extensive  traveling  and  intelligent  observa- 
tion. A  very  large  book  could  easily  be  filled  with  extracts  from  enthusiastic  articles  devoted  to 
praise  of  Newton  scenery,  and  it  would  greatly  surprise  the  residents  of  Newton  to  see  such  a  book, 
for  they  have  no  idea  of  the  great  amount  of  favorable  attention  their  beautiful  city  is  attracting. 
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One  traveler  has  said  :  "  This  nest  of  Newtons  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  on  this 
earth,  and  reminds  one  of  the  suburbs  of  Paris."  Another  has  noted  that  "One  can  take  such  a 
drive  from  Cambridge  through  the  Newtons  to  Auburndale  as  cannot  be  matched  in  the  country, 
over  twelve  miles  of  roads  smooth  as  a  billiard  table,  shaded  on  either  side  by  grand  old  trees, 
which  stand  like  sentinels  in  front  of  an  endless  succession  of  some  of  the  finest  private  residences 
in  this  country,  and  every  one  of  them  maintained  in  the  highest  degree  of  perfection.    A  stranger 
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is  at  once  Impressed  with  the  fact  that  they  are  homes  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  and  the  people 
who  inhabit  them  do  not  live  in  their  trunks  five  months  in  the  year,  as  do  all  good  New  Yorkers." 

But  doiibtless  many  of  our  readers  belong  to  that  eminently  sensible  class  who,  while  duly 
appreciative  of  natural  beauty  and  cultured  society,  are  also  appreciative  of  what  are  generally 
called  "  practical  "  advantages,  and  so  in  investigating  Newton's  desirability  as  a  place  of  residence 
they  would  pay  more  attention  to  such  prosaic  details  as  healthfulness,  educational  facilities, 
transportation  facilities  and  other  necessaries  of  life  than  they  would  to  beauties  of  scenery  and 
to  roads  admirably  adapted  to  the  exhibition  of  a  thousand  dollar  trotter  or  the  use  of  a  $150 
"safety." 
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Still,  even  when  considered  from  this  inartistic  point  of  view,  Newton  ^presents  a  most 
attractive  appearance,  and  the  more  carefully  you  scrutinize  her,  the  more  clearlygwill  you  under- 
stand why  her  population  is  increasing  rapidly  as  well  as  steadily,  and  why  a  largeJ  proportion  of 
this  increase  is  made  up  of  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  own  the  houses  they  occupy,and,~j  within 
reasonable  bounds,  to  choose  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  shall  live.    But,  when  notingjthe  sub- 
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stantial  character  of  Newton's  citizens,  don't  go  to  the  extreme  of  assuming  (as  did  the  writer  of 
the  Newton  notice  in  a  recently  published  encyclopedia)  that  "  Newton  is  principally  inhabited  by 
Boston  merchants,"  for  such  is  not  the  case.  It  is  true  that  many  prominent  Boston  business 
men  live  in  Newton,  and  it  is  true  that  this  has  been  so  for  many  years,  for  even  away  back  in 
1872  their  number  and  their  prominence  were  so  great  that  the  big  fire  in  Boston  which  occurred 
that  year  caused  more  loss  to  Newton  than  to  any  other  town  in  the  county ;  of  the  one  thousand 
firms  burned  out,  seventy-five  were  composed  of  residents  of  Newton,  and  it  is  said  that  a  business 
capital  amounting  to  two  hundred  million  dollars  was  invested  in  Boston  at  the  time  of  the  fire  by 
those  who  lived  in  what  was  then  but  a  town — Newton. 

But,  notwithstanding  these  facts  and  notwithstanding  that  many  more  Boston  merchants  live 
in  Newton  in  '92  than  there  did  in  '72,  it  cannot  be  truthfully  said  that  the  city  is  "  principally  " 
inhabited  by  them,  for  "majorities  rule  "  in  this  republic  of  ours  and  the  great  majority  of  Newton 
voters  are  not  Boston  merchants,  although  they  unquestionably  are  members  of  the  Boston  business 
world  and  derive  their  income  from  their  work  in  that  busy,  prosperous  city.  Professional  men, 
clerks,  salesmen,  book-keepers — in  short,  members  of  almost  every  division  of  that  mighty  army 
made  up  of  those  who  "  have  to  work  for  a  living,"  to  use  the  ordinary  description  of  those  who 
work  for  wages  instead  of  managing  their  own  business  affairs — constitute  the  great  bulk  of  the 
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adult  male'population  of  Newton,  and  we  call  special  attention  to  this  fact  because  it  absolutely 
proves  the  falsity  of  the  assertion  often  made  by  residents  of  other  places  near  Boston  that  Newton 
is  so'aristocratic,  high-priced  and  un-American  that  that  much  mentioned  individual  known  as 
"the  average  man  "  has  neither  the  desire  nor  the  ability  to  live  there.  Hundreds,  yes,  thousands 
of  persons,  have  found  out  that  moderate  rents,  low  transportation  charges,  frequent,  quick  and 


reliable  traveling  service,  pure  air,  an  unlimited  amount  of  pure  water,  perfect  drainage,  excellent 
schools,  numerous  and  very  ably  managed  churches,  a  suitable  number  of  conveniently  located 
and  intelligently  conducted  stores,  combine  to  make  Newton  a  most  admirable  place  of  residence 
and  will  continue  to  increase  its  population  so  rapidly  that  the  Newton  of  1900 — barely  seven  years 
from  to-day — will  contain  sufficient  inhabitants  to  entitle  it  to  high  rank  among  New  England 
"  big  cities,"  even  if  judged  merely  from  the  standpoint  of  population  alone.  Those  who  believe 
that  "health  is  wealth  "  and  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  sickness  is  not  caused  by  mysterious  dis- 
pensations of  Providence,  but  generally  by  unfavorable  hygienic  conditions  or  something  else  of 
the  kind,  are  specially  attracted  by  Newton,  for  this  is  the  healthiest  city  in  the  state,  its  annual 
death  rate  averaging  less  than  fourteen  per  thousand,  and  its  lowness  being  due  to  purity  of  air 
and  water,  perfection  of  drainage,  and  entire  freedom  from  the  dangers  arising  from  a  closely 
packed  population.  Indeed,  the  city  could  truthfully  be  called  a  sanitarium,  for  it  is  so  considered 
by  many  physicians,  and  they  advise  those  among  their  patients  who  are  troubled  with  weakness 
of  the  throat  and  lungs  to  dwell  in  certain  portions  of  Newton  during  the  inclement  seasons. 

But  as  this  is  a  residential  city  more  than  anything  else — that  is,  as  its  growth  is  due  to  the 
advantages  it  offers  as  a  place  of  residence  much  more  than  it  is  to  advantages  offered  to  manu- 
facturers or  merchants — its  transportation  facilities  hardly  rank  second  in  importance  to  its  health- 
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fulness,  and  these  are  so  admirable  that  Newton  is  really  more  closely  connected  with  Boston  than 
is  Harlem  to  New  York,  or  than  are  some  of  the  portions  of  the  Hub  with  the  centre  from  which 
they  sprung.  , 

Newton  is  encircled  by  the  Boston  &  Albany  Circuit  Railroad,  which  was  made  by  a  connection 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  road  with  the  Woonsocket  Division  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England.    It  makes  railway  service  easily  accessible  to  every  resident  of  the  non-rural  por-

tions  of  the  city,  and  as  regards  a  combination  of  freedom,  reliability,  cheapness,  swiftness  and  gener- 
al excellence  of  service  is  said  to  be  superior  to  any  other  suburban  railway  service  in  the  country. 
The  stations  are  certainly  unequaled  for  beauty  and  convenience,  and  the  number  of  them,  four- 
teen, gives  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  ground  covered  by  the  railway  and  the  care  taken  to  pro- 
vide true  accommodations.  The  following  list  of  the  stations  and  their  distance  from  each  other 
will  be  of  interest  in  this  connection  :  Boston  to  Newton,  seven  miles  ;  thence  to  Newtonville,  one 
mile ;  to  West  Newton,  one  mile  ;  to  Auburndale,  one  mile  ;  to  Riverside,  three-fourths  of  a  mile. 
At  Riverside,  the  Circuit  road  leaves  the  Boston  &  Albany  main  line  and  proceeds  to  Woodland 
Station,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  ;  to  Waban,  one  mile ;  to  Eliot,  one  mile  ;  and  to  Newton  High- 
lands, three-fourths  of  a  mile  ;  where  it  connects  with  what  was  a  division  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England  road,  and  runs  to  Newton  Centre,  three-fourths  of  a  mile;  and  to  Chestnut  Hill,  one 
and  one-fourth  miles  ;  from  there  it  runs  through  Brookline  until  it  Joins  the  main  line  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  road,  and  over  this  the  passenger  is  conveyed  to  Boston.  Pine  Grove  Station  is 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  Riverside  and  is  on  a  branch  road  which  ends  at  Newton  Lower  Falls, 
half  a  mile  further  on ;  and  the  Newton  Upper  Falls  Station  is  on  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Division,  one  and  one-fourth  miles  from  Newton  Highlands.  What  may  be  called  "cross  town" 
service  is  afforded  by  an  electric  street  railway  rur^smg  from  Newtonville  to  Newton  Highlands 
and  thence  to  Newton  Upp'er  Falls,  and  also  by  an  llfctric  street  railway  which  runs  fi-om  Newton- 
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ville  to  West  Newton  and  thence  to  Waltham.  It  is  now  easy  to  reach  any  portion  of  the  city, 
excepting  the  agricultural  region  around  Oak  Hill,  and  a  more  convenient  and  easily  accessible 
place  of  residence  it  would  be  hard  to  imagine. 

A   RAMBLE  ABOUT  TOWN. 

As  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  anything  even  approaching  a  satisfactory  idea  of  the  Garden 
City  without  an  examination  of  each  of  its  villages  and  future  villages,  suppose  we  start  at  Newton 
village  and  take  a  stroll  or  a  ride  about  town.   Of  course  we  must  look  over  Newton  village  before

we  leave,  for  it  is  the  largest,  has  the  handsomest  churches  in  the  city  (and  Newton  has  the 
handsomest  churches  in  the  state  outside  of  Boston),  has  the  Free  Library  building,  has  the 
offices  of  the  two  newspapers  which  are  doing  so  much  for  and  are  so  liberally  supported  by  the 
Garden  City,  and  in  short  has  so  much  of  importance  that  it  is  a  very  interesting  place  to  visit. 
But  before  we  begin  to  move  about  let  us  remember  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  call  this  village 
"  Newton  Corner."  It  used  to  be  called  so,  in  fact  one  need  not  be  very  old  to  be  able  to  remem- 
ber when  this  was  the  accepted  title  of  the  place,  but  it  is  decidedly  too  countrified  for  present  use, 
and  the  residents  of  this  prosperous,  cultured  and  somewhat  dignified  village  do  not  propose  to 
have  it  demeaned  by  any  such  rustic  name.  It  is  difficult,  however,  to  entirely  eradicate  a  custom 
which  was  founded  two  centuries  ago,  and  therefore  many  persons  still  insist  upon  calling  this  a 
corner,  for  thus  it  was  christened  away  back  in  1669,  when  a  great  deal  of  land  in  this  vicinity 
was  bought  by  an  enteriirising  tailor  named  Daniel  Bacon,  and  this  region  was  given  the  name  of 
"  Bacon's  Corner,"  the  first  name  ever  bestowed  upon  it.  It  would  seem  as  if  there  could  not 
have  been  much  opportunity  for  profitable  business  open  to  a  tailor  catering  to  Puritans  and 
Indians,  or  at  least  having  no  other  patrons  to  cater  to,  but  still  Daniel  was  wealthy  when  he  died, 
in  1691,  but  he  had  made  no  will  and  so  all  of  his  property  was  inherited  by  his  son  Isaac.  The 
name  of  "  Bacon's  Corner "  was  retained  until  about  1734,  when  it  was  changed  to  "Angler's 
Corner,"  in  honor  of  Ensign  Oakes  Angier,  who  opened  an  inn  here  about  1731  and  sold  such 
wholesome  rum  and  furnished  such  acceptable  food  and  lodging  that  he  became  one  of  the  most 
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popular  men  in  this  vicinity.  He  continued  to  dispense  good  cheer  for  more  than  half  a  century, 
and  made  so  strong  an  impression  upon  the  community  that  the  field  of  his  operations  continued 
to  be  known  as  Angler's  Corner  for  more  than  fifty  years  after  he  had  passed  to  that  region  where 
no  mixed  drinks  are  required.  The  next  change  in  the  name  of  the  corner  was  made  by  the 
Worcester  Railroad,  which  began  operations  in  1834,  and  named  this  station  Newton  Corner.  The 
name  was  accepted  without  the  least  objection  by  the  residents,  and  was  cheerfully  retained  until 


some  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  when  the  people  became  so  weary  of  being  cornered  that  they 
cast  the  corner  into  oblivion  and  began  to  insist  upon  the  village  and  the  station  being  called 
Newton,  simply  that  and  nothing  more.  It  is  somewhat  singular  that  this  refinement  of  the 
station's  name  should  have  been  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  refinement  in  the  name  of  one  of 
the  apartments  it  contains.  This  was  originally  known  as  the  "gents'  waiting  room,"  then  as 
"  gentlemen's  waiting  room,"  then  as  "  men's  waiting  room,"  now  its  doors  bear  the  single  word, 
"  men."    There  seems  no  opportunity  for  further  improvement. 

But  we  cannot  linger  about  the  station,  for  even  if  we  had  hours  at  our  disposal  we  would  not 
have  a  chance  to  see  all  there  is  worth  seeing  in  the  representative  village  of  the  Garden  City. 
Close  by  the  station  is  what  may  be  called  the  commercial  square  of  Newton,  for  around  this 
square  are  located  nearly  all  the  stores  in  the  village,  and  in  the  centre  of  it  is  the  picturesque 
building  shaded  by  beautiful  trees  and  occupied  by  the  Savings  Bank  and  National  Bank.  The 
piece  of  land  occupied  by  this  structure  was  once  the  site  of  "Bacon's  Tavern,"  which  was  a  most 
famous  resort  in  those  good  old  days  when  railways  were  unknown  and  country  produce  was 
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brought  to  the  cities  in  teams.  Attached  to  the  tavern  was  an  enormous  barn,  where  many  such 
teams  could  be  taken  in,  the  drivers  of  them  being  taken  in  at  the  hotel.  Speaking  of  hotels 
brings  to  mind  the  fact  that  this  village  was  once  a  very  popular  summer  resort,  which  seems 
queer  in  these  days,  when  most  of  us  would  never  think  of  making  a  summer  resort  out  of  a  place 
but  7  miles  from  a  city  like  Boston.  Yet  popular  it  was,  so  popular  in  fact  that  the  hotels  could 
not  accommodate  half  the  would-be  guests,  and  this  popularity  continued  until  about  thirty  years 
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Lincoln  Square,  Newton  Highlands. 


ago,  when  the  village  had  become  so  large  and  the  facilities  for  transportation  to  such  far-off  places 
as  the  White  Mountains  and  other  wild  districts  had  reached  such  a  stage  of  perfection  that  the 
summer  tourists  began  to  go  elsewhere.  The  city  of  Newton  is  not  now  included  in  any  list  of 
summer  resorts,  and  yet  it  is  the  summer  home  of  hundreds  who  could  easily  go  elsewhere,  but 
prefer  to  visit  a  region  where  pure  air,  beautiful  scenery,  healthfulness  and  good  company  are 
combined  with  high  civilization  and  with  opportunities  for  enjoyment  even  during  the  longest 
spells  of  bad  weather. 

After  looking  over  the  business  edifices  of  Newton  village  we  might  visit  the  Free  Library 
building,  which  is  on  Centre  street,  between  Elmwood  and  Newton,  and  is  a  well  proportioned  stone 
structure,  covered  with  ivy  and  separated  from  the  street  by  a  wide  and  beautiful  lawn  that  is 
useful  as  well  as  ornamental,  for  it  adds  to  the  beauty  of  the  building  and  diminishes  the  noise 
heard  by  those  utilizing  this  public  structure  as  a  study,  and  these  are  by  no  means  few,  for  here 
may  be  found  an  admirable  reference  library,  a  reference  room  equipped  with  every  convenience, 
and  one  is  not  obliged  to  be  a  lineal  descendant  of  Myles  Standish  or  to  be  personally  acquainted 
with  the  librarian  and  the  attendants  in  order  to  be  used  courteously  and  given  every  reasonable 
assistance  in  the  carrying  on  of  literary  investigations  ;  or,  in  other  words,  this  is  not  the  Boston, 
but  the  Newton  Public  Library.  It  contains  about  30,000  books,  and  agencies  for  their  distribu- 
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tion  are  maintained  in  all  of  the  Newton  villages,  the  annual  circulation  exceeding  100,000. 
Passing  along  Centre  street  from  the  library,  a  few  steps  bring  us  to  the  Eliot  Church,  a  massive, 
extensive  and  very  imposing  building,  made  of  granite  and  brownstone,  and  remarkable  for  its 
combination  of  strength  and  beauty,  of  art  and  convenience.  It  was  finished  in  1888,  having  been 
constructed  to  take  the  place  of  a  building  burned  in  1887,  and  belonging  to  a  society  which  for

many  years  was  the  only  church  society  in  this  village  and  which  has  built  up  and  steadily  main- 
tains that  great  power  and  influence  which  are  the  rewards  of  long,  faithful  and  conscientious 
labor.  The  new  Eliot  Church  building  has  for  an  auditorium  an  amphitheatre  capable  of  seating 
1,100,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  seats  for  700  more  could  be  provided  with  com- 
parative ease  if  required.  It  seems  probable  that  this  requirement  will  be  made  before  a  great 
many  years  pass,  for  this  church  is  very  largely  attended,  and  its  attendance  increases  with  the 
steady  increase  in  population  of  the  village. 

Across  the  street  from  Eliot  Church  stands  the  Immanuel  Baptist  Church,  designed  by 
Richardson,  and  a  noble  example  of  the  work  of  the  greatest  architect  this  country  has  produced. 
It  is  built  of  rough  brownstone  and  has  that  peculiarly  "  natural  "  appearance,  as  we  call  it,  thafc 
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makes  it  look  as  if  it  had  fairly  grown  up  "  from  the  site  on  which  it  rests.  The  building  was 
erected  in  1885  and  belongs  to  a  society  organized  about  a  third  of  a  century  ago,  or  in  1859. 
Another  beautiful  stone  building  on  Church  Street,  devoted  to  religious  purposes  is  that  known  as 
"  Grace  Church."  It  is  built  of  conglomerate  stone  and  has  a  most  massive  and  substantial 
appearance.  The  most  striking  feature  is  a  grand  stone  spire,  but  it  is  difficult  to  single  out 
points  of  special  excellence  in  a  great  structure  so  artistically  and  harmoniously  designed.  This

church  was  completed  in  1873,  and  connects  with  a  parish  house  built  in  1884.  The  Grace 
Church  chime  includes  nine  bells,  which  are  exceptionally  sweet  in  tone,  and  which  range  in 
weight  from  300  to  2,000  pounds.  The  society  identified  with  this  church  is  of  Protestant 
Episcopal  denomination,  and  the  Parish  of  Grace  Church  "  was  organized  in  1855.  For  some 
years  it  has  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  strongest  Episcopal  congregations  in  the  state.  Very 
near  Grace  Church  are  the  solid  and  attractive  buildings  utilized  by  the  Channing  (Unitarian) 
Church,  which  was  organized  in  1851  and  dedicated  the  church  building  it  now  occupies  in  1882. 
This  is  built  of  brownstone  and  ornamented  by  sandstone  trimmings,  and  has  a  tall  spire  which 
is  as  beautiful  as  it  is  prominent  and  noticeable.  What  are  really  several  buildings  go  to  make 
up  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "  Channing  Church,"  and  it  has  been  warmly  commended 
as  a  model  of  what  a  modern  church  should  be.  The  architect  was  the  same  one  who  designed  the 
Eliot  Church,  Mr.  Geo.  F.  Meacham  of  Newton. 

There  are  other  churches  in  this  village  besides  the  four  we  have  visited,  but  we  have  too  far 
to  go  to  be  able  to  devote  time  to  their  examination,  and  we  will  hurry  along  after  a  hasty  glance 
at  the  famous  Farlow  Park,  which  is  adjacent  to  the  Grace  and  Channing  Churches.  This  was 
once  a  mere  swamp,  possessed  of  neither  healthfulness  nor  beauty;  it  is  now  a  lovely  little  park, 
containing  a  pretty  pond,  an  attractive  rustic  bridge,  and  the  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  which  one 
naturally  expects  to  find  in  a  modern  city  "  breathing  place."    The  work  necessary  for  the  reno- 
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vation  of  this  tract  from  an  eye-sore  to  a  suitable  park  for  a  garden  city  was  completed  in  1885,  and 
the  results  attained  are  an  honor  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  S.  Farlow  and  to  the  far-sightedness 
of  the  municipal  government  which  made  the  necessary  grants  and  otherwise  aided  the  project.  It 
would  be  well  worth  while  to  ascend  Mount  Ida,  as  the  high  hill  near  Newton  station  is  called, 
before  continuing  our  tour,  for  this  "mount"  holds  up  many  charming  houses  and  many  fine 
estates,  and  it  commands  a  view  extending  from  the  waters  of  Massachusetts  Bay  to  the  inland 
mountains  known  as  Wachusett  and  Monadnock.   It  would  also  be  worth  while  to  visit  Nonantum

Hill,  which  is  about  half  a  mile  from  Newton  village  and  is  interesting  on  account  of  its  historic 
associations  and  the  variety  and  attractiveness  of  the  scene  open  from  its  summit,  but  in  order  to 
finish  our  journey  through  broad  Newton  city  within  the  specified  time, we  must  postpone  our  visit 
to  these  hills  and  go  along  to  Newtonville,  which  is  the  next  village  to  Newton  on  the  railroad. 

Here, -as  in  Newton,  nearly  all  the  stores  are  clustered  about  a  square  near  the  railroad  station, 
and  here,  as  in  Newton,  the  village  is  divided  into  two  parts  by  the  Boston  &  Albany  Eailroad — 
one  of  those  parts  being  hilly  and  being  used  almost  exclusively  by  the  owners  of  magnificent 
estates,  and  the  other  part  being  quite  level  and  being  occupied  by  ordinary  residences,  by  stores 
and  by  churches.  The  newest  and  also  the  handsomest  building  at  Newtonville  is  the  Newton 
Club  House,  which  was  completed  in  1892  and  is  utilized  by  the  swell  social  organization  of  the 
city.  As  regards  beauty  and  convenience,  and  as  regards  elegance  and  completeness  of  interior 
furnishing,  this  has  been  said  to  be  the  finest  club  house  in  the  state,  and  certainly  it  would  be 
diiSicult  to  detect  any  chance  for  improvement  in  this  establishment,  from  either  a  sentimental  or 
a  practical  standpoint.  The  most  imi^ortant  establishment  in  this  village  is  unquestionably  the 
Newton  high^school,  which  was  opened  in  Newtonville  in  1859,  after  earnest  and  long-extended 
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contention,  for  as  this  village  is  young  in  comparison  with  most  of  its  neighbors,  it  had  to  struggle 
hard  before  it  could  convince  the  rest  of  the  town  that  the  high  school  should  be  located  here. 
The  results  attained  by  the  decision  in  its  favor  are  favorable  enough  to  convince  anyone  that  no 
better  choice  could  have  been  made,  for  the  attractions  offered  have  drawn  such  a  number  of 
pupils  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  enlarge  the  school  buildings  several  times,  and  the  quality  of 
the  instruction  given  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  Newton's  school  system  was  awarded  a  diploma 
of  merit  at  the  Vienna  Exposition  and  also  at  the  Paris  Exposition.     While  speaking  of  Newton 


schools,  mention  should  certainly  be  made  of  the  Claflin  grammar  school  building,  which  is 
directly  opposite  the  Newton  Club  House,  and  is  a  very  large  and  very  beautiful  brick  structure, 
most  admirably  equipped  in  every  respect. 

Departing  from  Newtonville,  we  soon  reach  West  Newton,  which  is  much  easier  to  reach 
than  it  is  to  leave,  for  it  is  one  of  those  delightful  places  which  seem  to  have  been  designed  to  be 
"  home  villages"  and  which,  while  having  no  wonderful  buildings,  no  surpassing  natural  beauties 
and  no  phenomena  of  any  kind,  are  yet  so  genially  attractive  that  it  is  hard  to  forsake  them. 
This  village,  like  its  neighbors  along  the  Boston  &  Albany,  has  a  "hill  section"  and  a  "level 
section,"  and  the  elevated  section  of  West  Newton  is  now  developing  with  special  rapidity,  for 
"  West  Newton  Hill  "  is  an  expansive,  prominent  and  very  centrally  located  elevation  that  was 
long  neglected ,  so  that  now  people  are  making  up  for  lost  time  by  erecting  many  buildings  on  this 
charming  hill.  Considerable  building  is  also  being  done  in  other  portions  of  the  village,  and  the 
population  of  West -Newton  is  steadily  increasing,  for,  to  use  a  somewhat  hackneyed  phrase,  "  all 
purses  can  be  suited  "  here,  as  house  rent  ranges  from  $5  to  $125  a  month,  and  laud  from  five  to 
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seventy-five  cents  a  foot.  West  Newton  contains  the  City  Hall,  but,  to  be  honest  about  it,  this  is 
not  a  City  Hall  to  be  proud  of,  for,  although  it  is  large,  it  is  homely  and  commonplace,  and  it  does 
not  come  anywhere  near  being  the  kind  of  a  City  Hall  one  would  naturally  expect  to  find  in  a  city 
like  Newton.  Perhaps  one  reason  why  it  looks  sort  of  ill  at  ease  and  out  of  place  is  because  it  was 
used  for  religious  services  for  years  before  it  began  to  be  utilized  for  municipal  business.  But, 
after  all,  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  a  City  Hall  is  of  vastly  more  importance  to  the  community 
than  is  the  quality  of  the  City  Hall  itself,  and  judged  from  this  standpoint,  Newton  City  Hall  will 
not  suffer  by  comparison  with  any  in  the  state.

The  next  village  to  West  Newton  is  Auburndale  aud  the  name  is  said  to  have  been  suggested 
by  "  Sweet  Auburn,"  now  "  Mount  Auburn,"  Cambridge.  At  all  events,  visitors  to  Auburndale 
who  have  read  Goldsmith's  poem, 

"  Sweet  Auburn,  loveliest  village  of  the  plain," 

will  agree  that  it  is  most  appropriately  named,  for  a  lovelier  village  cannot  be  found  in  all  of  Uncle 
Sam's  broad  domain.  And  it  has  a  railway  station  worthy  of  it,  for  this  station  was  designed  by 
Eichardson  and  is  so  beautiful  and  at  the  same  time  so  convenient  that  even  the  average  amateur 
architect  would  not  be  confident  that  he  could  decidedly  improve  it.  Auburndale  is  almost 
entirely  a  residential  village  and  contains  many  thoroughly  comfortable  homes  and  not  a  few  dwell- 
ings that  are  remarkable  for  beauty  as  well  as  for  comfort. 

The  Eiverside  Station  is  as  homely  and  commonplace  as  the  Auburndale  Station  is  beautiful 
and  exceptional,  but  this  difference  does  not  extend  beyond  the  building  itself,  for  Eiverside  is  a 
most  picturesque  spot  and,  indeed,  so  far  as  scenic  beauty  is  concerned,  may  be  called  the  leading 
Newton  locality.  This  is  Newton's  pleasure  port,  the  port  where  the  thousands  embark  who  come 
to  Newton  from  Boston  and  other  towns  for  the  express  purpose  of  rowing  or  paddling  along  the 
Charles  river.    Here  is  the  house  of  the  Newton  Boat  Club,  aud  here  are  several  public  boat  houses 
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-where  one  can  hire  light  or  heavy,  large  or  small  craft  and  go  a-voyaging  to  his  heart's  content 
along  a  stream  that  is  attractive,  quiet,  shaded,  secluded  and,  in  short,  simply  perfection  from  the 
pleasure  boating  standpoint ;  but  one  won't  go  alone — that  is,  unless  he  is  remarkably  unsociable 
or  remarkably  unfortunate — for  the  average  boating  man  is  accompanied  by  his  best  girl ;  and  the 
drooping  branches  along  the  river  side,  the  sentiment  of  the  scenery,  and  the  poetical  atmosphere 
of  the  much-sung  Charles  are  so  favorable  to  the  beginning  and  ardent  carrying  on  of  love  suits

that  thousands  of  proposals  of  marriage  are  made  in  Eiverside  boats  every  season.  But  even  if 
you  have  already  found  your  better  half,  or  are  so  unfortunately  constituted  that  you  think  it  better 
not  to  have  one,  you  can  extract  almost  unlimited  enjoyment  from  a  visit  to  Riverside  during  the 
boating  season,  for  the  scenery  is  beautiful,  the  company  is  sociable  as  well  as  courteous,  and  the 
row  of  eight  or  ten  miles  to  Waltham  and  back  again  is  delightful  and  invigorating.  Or,  if  you  pre- 
fer, you  can  row  up  the  river  to  JSTewton  Lower  Falls,  but  the  curi^ent  is  apt  to  be  just  a  trifle 
rapid  u-p  in  that  direction  and  so  you  must  be  in  pretty  good  training  in  order  to  be  sure  of  getting 
there.  But  whether  you  row,  ride  or  walk,  you  will  find  it  worth  while  to  go  to  the^  Lower  Falls, 
for  this  is  a  pretty  village,  an  old  village,  and  to  those  interested  in  mechanical  affairs,  a  very 
attractive  village,  for  manufacturing  is  largely  carried  on  here,  and  some  very  elaborate  and  costly 
plants  of  machinery  may  be  seen  at  the  mills  of  this  place,  which,  on  account  of  its  very  valuable 
water  power  and  the  extent  to  which  it  was  utilized,  was  at  one  time  confidently  expected  to  become 
the  metropolis  of  Newton,  so  the  only  post  office  in  the  town  was  placed  here.  But  the  future  is 
truly  a  sealed  book  to  all  men,  and  as  the  coming  supremacy  of  steam  power  over  water  power  and 
the  development  in  other  regions  of  industries  that  were  at  one  time  supposed  to  be  necessarily 
confined  to  New  England  altered  the  condition  of  affairs,  Newton  Lower  Falls  never  became  so 
large  a  village  as  it  otherwise  would,  but  stil)  it  is  a  prosperous  place  ;  a  charming  place  to  live 
in,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  romantic,  picturesque  and  attractive  of  the  Garden  City's  villages.  It 
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is  connected  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Eailroad  by  the  Newton  Lower  Falls  Branch,  the  connection 
being  made  at  Riverside  Station,  so  that  whether  we  made  our  trip  to  the  Lower  Falls  by  boat  or  by 
rail,  we  necessarily  went  by  way  of  Riverside.  Returningto  that  place  and  continuing  our  tour  by  the 
Circuit  Railroad,  the  first  station  we  come  to  is  Woodland,  which  may  be  briefly  described  as 
Newton's  sanitarium — that  is,  not  the  station,  but  the  region  to  which  it  is  the  portal.  The  eleva- 
tion, the  air,  the  drainage  and  the  surroundings — all  are  very  favorable  to  health  and  many  visit

here  every  fall,  and  not  a  few  come  here  to  live  permanently,  in  order  to  escape  Boston  east  winds 
and  be  assured  relief  from  throat  and  lung  troubles.  The  Newton  Cottage  Hospital  is  located  in 
this  section  of  the  city,  and  the  results  which  have  been  attained  since  its  opening  in  1886  speak 
volumes  for  the  healthfulness  of  its  situation,  even  to  those  who  make  due  allowance  for  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  buildings  and  their  equipment,  for  the  skill  of  the  medical  treatment  and  for  the 
intelligence  and  devotion  of  the  nurses. 

The  next  station  to  Woodland  is  Waban,  it  being  named  in  honor  of  a  chief  of  the  Nonantum 
tribe,  who  is  said  to  have  made  this  region  his  favorite  hunting  ground.  Well,  if  he  were  hunt- 
ing for  lovely  views,  fresh  air  and  agreeable  quietude,  he  could  not  have  found  a  more  favorable 
hunting  ground  than  this,  although  it  probably  has  changed  a  trifle  since  his  days  ;  but  there  is 
no  danger  of  its  beauty  being  lost  by  the  land  becoming  too  thickly  settled  or  by  the  erection  of 
inferior  houses,  for  this  is  a  sort  of  a  "  Newton  Nahant  "  and  is  not  exactly  open  to  all.  The  ter- 
ritory around  Eliot  Station,  which  is  a  mile  beyond  Waban,  is  not  yet  sufficiently  occupied  to 
enable  any  positive  predictions  to  be  made  concerning  its  future,  but  the  chances  are  that  it  is 
destined  to  become  a  "  home  region"  and  will  be  inhabited  principally  by  those  who  belong  to 
what  is  significantly  known  as  "  the  great  middle  class."  In  other  words,  it  will  be  a  fitting 
suburb,  or  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  say  an  acceptable  neighbor,  to  the  prosperous  and  agree- 
able village  of  Newton  Highlands,  the  railway  station  of  which  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
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that  of  Eliot,  and  is  a  little  ways  from  the  Junction  of  the  Circuit  Branch  with  the  former  division 
of  the  New  York  &  New  England.  About  twenty  years  ago  the  village  that  is  now  called  Newton 
Highlands  began  to  grow.  It  has  not  stopped  growing  since — on  the  contrary,  it  increases  its  rate 
of  growth  every  year,  and  it  is  plainly  evident  that  this  will  be  a  very  important  portion  of  the 
future  Newton.  In  fact,  it  is  an  important  portion  of  the  present  Newton,  if  judged  by  the  amount 
and  the  character  of  its  population,  but  the  advantages  it  offers  are  so  numerous  and  its  capacity

for  the  perfectly  satisfactory  accommodation  of  many  more  people  is  so  great,  that  the  Newton 
Highlands  of  to-day  is  but  an  indication  of  what  the  Newton  Highlands  of  a  few  years  from  to-day 
will  be.  The  present  village  has  been  called  "a  practicable  and  economical  sanitarium,"  and 
it  is  fully  entitled  to  such  a  descriiition,  for  its  healthfulness  is  really  exceptionally  great,  and  the 
ow  price  of  land,  the  moderation  of  the  house  rents  and  the  quickness  and  low  cost  of  transporta- 
tion to  Boston  (which  some  irreverent  Newtonian  has  named  Newton's  work  shop),  combine  to 
make  Newtoh  Highlands  almost  an  ideal  place  of  residence.  A  great  deal  of  building  is  being  done 
here  :  the  great  majority  of  the  structures  are  neither  "  mansions  "  nor  "  tenements,"  but  really 
"  homes  ;"  and  there  are  numerous  "  stores"  and  other  appendages  of  a     home  centre." 

An  electric  street  railway  furnishes  a  quick  and  cheap  means  of  transportation  to  Newtonville 
and  to  Newton  Upper  Falls,  and  the  latter  place  may  also  be  reached  by  steam  railway,  as  it  is  on 
the  New  York  &  New  England  Eailroad,  the  station  being  one  and  one-fourth  miles  from  the  New- 
ton Highlands  Station. 

Newton  Upper  Falls  is  considered  the  most  independent  of  Newton's  villages — that  is,  the 
most  independent  of  Boston  and  the  most  capable  of  taking  care  of  itself  and  furnishing  sufficient 
and  remunerative  work  to  its  residents.  Manufacturing  is  extensively  carried  on  here,  and  nearly 
all  of  the  two  thousand  inhabitants  of  the  village  are  directly  or  indirectly  supported  by  home 
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industries.  The  valuable  water  powers  existing  here  caused  manufacturing  to  be  begun  at  a  very 
early  period  of  Newton's  history,  a  saw  mill  being  established  at  the  Upper  Falls  in  1688.  Various 
other  branches  of  industry  were  established  later,  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  successful  of 
them  being  the  manufacture  of  snuff,  for  some  very  large  snuff  mills  were  operated,  the  owner  of 
them  doing  the  most  extensive  snuff  business  in  New  England.  But  as  sneezing  became  unpopular 
the  demand  for  snuff  decreased  and  this  "  infant  industry"  of  the  Upper  Falls  came  to  an  untimely 


end,  its  decease  occurring  early  in  the  present  century.  The  building  up  of  great  industrial  enter- 
prises at  this  progressive  village  was  seriously  interfered  with  by  ingenious  but  somewhat  selfish 
residents  of  Dedham,  who  slyly  stole  (or  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  say  unceremoniously 
diverted)  a  portion  of  the  Charles  river.  As  Dedham  is  some  miles  above  Newton  on  the  river, 
it  naturally  followed  that  a  goodly  portion  of  the  stream  never  reached  Newton,  for  a  canal  was 
cut  to  East  brook,  which  emptied  into  the  Neponset  river,  and  the  consequence  was  that  much  of 
the  Charles  reached  the  ocean  by  way  of  the  Neponset  instead  of  through  the  channel  it  should 
have  traveled.  Nearly  a  century  and  a  half  elapsed  before  the  residents  of  Newton  tried  to  have 
the  continuance  of  the  robbery  prevented  bylaw,  and  they  did  not  entirely  succeed  then,  for  the  Ded- 
ham people  innocently  said  that  the  canal  had  been  cut  simply  to  drain  their  meadows  so  they  could 
go  a-haying.  and  if  it  carried  away  a  river  or  two  it  was  no  faultof  theirs.  Finally,  after  expensive 
litigation,  it  was  decided  that  Dedham  could  take  one-third  of  the  Charles,  but  that  she  must  let 
the  rest  go.  But  in  spite  of  this  reduction  in  motive  power,  and  in  spite  of  the  total  destruction 
of  several  industries  that  were  once  of  great  importance  here,  the  village  is  busy  and  prosperous 
and  will  well  repay  a  visit  even  from  one  who  has  no  interest  in  manufactures  and  is  simply  an 
antiquarian  or  a  curiosity  seeker,  for  there  are  solid  old  colonial  houses  here  that  appeal  strongly 
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to  antiquarians,  and  there  is  a  curiosity  here  in  the  shape  of  that  portion  of  the  Boston  Water 
Works  known  as  "Echo  Bridge  "  that  is  simply  unparalleled,  for  it  talks  as  profusely  (also  as 
sensibly)  as  a  stump  speaker,  and  is  as  sure  to  have  the  last  word  as  is  the  wife  of  any  other  man 
but  you. 

This  massive  stone  aqueduct  was  built  in  1876  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  water

from  Sudbury  river  over  Charles  river  and  the  Charles  river  valley,  on  its  way  to  Chestnut  Hill 
reservoir  in  Boston.  It  is  made  of  great  granite  blocks,  is  500  feet  long,  and  contains  half  a  dozen 
arches  besides  the  great  arch  of  130  feet  span  by  which  it  crosses  the  river.  There  is  no  use  in 
trying  to  make  people  realize  what  this  bridge  is  by  figures  or  by  verbal  description — you  must 
see  it  in  order  to  appreciate  it,  and  you  must  hear  it,  too,  for  when  one  speaks  sharply  under  the 
big  arch  eighteen  echoes  are  heard,  and  the  report  of  a  fire-arm  is  echoed  twenty-five  times. 

One  man,  who  has  often  tried  the  echoing  ability  of  this  arch,  declares:  "A  shout  of 
moderate  intensity  is  reverberated  back  with  so  many  and  so  distinct  repetitions  that  all  the 
neighboring  woods  seem  to  be  full  of  wild  Indians,  rushing  down  from  the  hills,  and  with  their 
terrible  war  whoop  ready  to  dash  into  view  and  annihilate  all  traces  of  the  surrounding  civiliza- 
tion." Well,  it  may  seem  so  to  some,  but  it  depends  upon  what  you  are  in  the  habit  of  reading  — 
and  drinking. 
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The  Upper  Falls  village  may  be  said  to  be  a  sort  of  water  works  museum,  for  besides  the 
attractions  of  Echo  Bridge  and  of  the  "  water  works  "  in  the  Charles  river,  there  are  attractions  in 
the  pumping  station  of  the  Newton  Water  Works,  for  this  is  a  well-built,  ornamental  and  scrupu- 
lously neat  structure  and  contains  pumping  engines  that  are  really  marvels  of  ingenuity  and 
efficiency.  The  one  that  is  regularly  used  (the  other  being  used  only  in  emergencies  or  when  its 
companion  is  being  repaired)  can  pump  five  million  gallons  a  day,  but  it  works  as  easily,  noise- 
lessly and  smoothly  as  a  down-trodden  banana  peel  under  a  heavy  citizen.    The  building  of  the

Newton  water  system  was  begun  in  1875  and  has  been  carried  out  at  remarkably  low  cost  con- 
sidering the  difficulties  overcome,  the  great  extent  of  territory  supplied  with  water  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  service.  The  water  is  taken  from  wells  and  is  pure,  cool  and  very  palatable  to 
those  whose  taste  has  not  been  educated  beyond  such  a  beverage. 

But  one  more  village  is  to  be  visited  before  we  bid  farewell  to  the  Garden  City,  and  that  is 
Newton  Centre,  two  miles  from  the  Upper  Falls  and  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  Chestnut  Hill, 
which  is  the  last  station  on  the  Circuit  road  on  its  way  from  Newton  to  Boston  by  way  of  Brook- 
line.    This  is  one  of  the  oldest,  most  attractive  and  most  distinguished  of  Newton's  villages,  and 
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although  it  failed  to  retain  the  supremacy 
which  was  once  accorded  it,  yet  its  apparent 
failure  undoubtedly  advanced  the  best  inter- 
ests of  "the  Centre,"  and  it  is  a  far  more 
agreeable  place  of  residence  than  any  merely 
"  bustling  "  community  could  be.  Here  is 
Newton  Common,"  which  has  been  entitled 
to  that  name  for  two  centuries  ;  here  is  New- 
ton Theological  Institution,  which  was  incor- 
porated in  1825,  and  here  is  that  beautiful 
and  historic  sheet  of  water  that  was  originally 
called  "Wiswall"  Pond,  then  "Baptist" 
Pond,  and  is  now  called  Crystal  Lake.  But 
what  is  of  much  more  general  interest  is  the 
fact  that  here  is  the  home  of  Eev.  Dr.  Sam- 
uel Francis  Smith,  the  author  of  "  America." 
Dr.  Smith  has  been  a  resident  of  Newton  for 
about  50  years,  and  is  so  thoroughly  identi- 
fied with  the  growth  of  the  town  and  city  that 
even  were  he  not  the  writer  of  the  standard 
history  of  the  place,  it  would  be  safe  to 
assert  that  his  name  will  be  remembered 
and  honored  as  long  as  Newton  is  known. 
This  village  is  by  no  means  the  geograph- 
ical centre  of  Newton,  but  it  comes  nearer  to 
being  than  any  other  village  does,  and  when 
one  notes  the  great  number  of  roads  that  con-

verge  upon  its  Common  he  would  readily  believe  it  to  be  the  exact  centre.  The  popu- 
lation amounts  to  about  three  thousand,  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  find  another 
village  of  equal  population  which  was  more  i.Isally  American,  or  in  other  words,  that  had 
a  smaller  proportion  of  poverty,  a  smaller  proportion  of  great  wealth,  and  a  larger  proportion  of 
comfortable  competence.  In  fact,  Newton  Centre  may  well  be  called  the  representative  village  of 
Newton  city,  for,  as  a  whole,  the  principal  and  by  far  the  most  gratifying  characteristics  of  the 
broad  city  of  Newton  are  those  which  we  have  mentioned,  and  many  competent  and  unprejudiced 
social  philosophers  point  to  this  city  as  an  example  of  what  an  American  community  should  be, 
and  as  a  significant  indication  of  what  every  city  in  the  great  and  prosperous  future  United  States 
may  confidently  be  expected  to  be.

The  chief  public  institution  of  West  Newton  is  the  West  Newton  English  and  Classical  School^, 
■whose  history  is  worthy  of  a  brief  glance.  When  Judge  Abraham  Fuller  died,  in  1794,  he  left  a 
bequest  of  £300  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  foundations  of  an  academy  in  Newton."  Through 
delays  in  settling  the  estate,  the  years  passed  away  until  1832  before  the  building  was  erected,  and 
in  the  following  two  years  the  school  was  taught  by  Master  Perkins.  The  town  then  decided  ta 
abandon  it ;  and  after  a  period  of  disuse  Master  Seth  Davis  established  his  school  therein  and 
continued  it  for  two  years.  At  a  later  day,  when  it  became  necessary  to  give  up  the  leased  build- 
ing at  Lexington  in  which  the  State  Normal  School  for  girls  was  domiciled,  Horace  Mann  rushed 
into  the  office  of  Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  at  Boston,  saying  :  "  A  chance  for  the  highest  seat  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  for  only  fifteen  hundred  dollars!  "  Mr.  Quincy  rejoined  :  That's  cheap 
enough.  How  is  it  to  be  earned?  "  Mann  briskly  replied  :  "  We've  got  to  move  from  Lexington. 
There  isn't  room  enough.  And  I've  found  a  building — the  Fuller  Academy  of  Newton — that  can 
be  had  for  that  sum. "  Eemarking  that  Mr.  Mann's  deed  to  him  of  a  seat  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  was  almost  as  good  as  an  actual  possession  thereof,  Mr.  Quincy  drew  his  check  for  the 
amount,  and  gave  the  building  to  Horace  Mann  for  the  interest  of  education  in  this  Common- 
wealth. Here,  then,  was  the  first  Normal  School  building  owned  by  an  American  state  and  the 
first  permanent  normal  school  for  girls  in  the  world.  Mr.  Quincy  made  it  a  condition  that  when 
the  property  ceased  to  be  used  by  the  state,  it  should  revert  to  Horace  Mann  ;  and  when  the 
Normal  School  was  moved  to  Framingham,  in  1853,  Mr.  Mann  took  the  building  and  sold  it  ta 
Nathaniel  T.  Allen,  who  had  been  for  some  years  at  the  head  of  the  Model  or  Experimental  School 
here  in  connection  with  the  Normal  School.  At  the  solicitation  of  Charles  Sumner,  Theodore 
Parker,  Horace  Mann,  George  C.  Emerson,  Samuel  J.  May,  Eev.  Dr.  Thomas  Hill,  Dr.  Samuel  G. 
Howe  and  other  gentlemen,  Mr.  Allen  and  the  venerable  Cyrus  Pierce  opened  in  the  old  building 
a  private  school  for  boys  and  girls  as  an  academy  and  training  school  for  college.  The  instruc- 
tion is  based  on  the  principles  of  Froebel  and  Pestalozzi,  and  aims  symmetrically  to  develop  the 
body,  mind,  heart  and  will.  Here  the  first  pure  kindergarten  in  Massachusetts  and  in  the  United 
States  was  established  in  1864  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Louise  Pollock,  now  of  Washington, 
D.  C.  The  pupils*  of  the  West  Newton  English  and  Classical  School  have  come  from  all  the  states 
and  territories  of  the  United  States,  and  almost  every  country  of  the  world.  Among  the  former 
students  have  been  Professors  John  Trowbridge  of  Harvard  College,  John  Eice  of  Annapolis  and 
Webster  Wells  of  the  Institute  of  Technology ;  Hon.  Parker  C.  Chandler,  Judges  John  Davis  of 
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Washington,  D.  C,  Robert  R.  Bishop,  Francis  Tiffany,  Esq.  ;  Dr.  Frank  S.  Billings  ;  William  H. 
Dall,  the  explorer  of  Alaska ;  Joseph  T.  Clarke,  the  explorer  of  Assos  ;  Joseph  P.  Davis,  ex-chief 
engineer  of  Boston  ;  Helen  Ayres,  Alice  Curtis  and  Henry  Ryder,  the  artists,  together  with  many 
prominent  business  men  of  our  country.  Over  a  hundred  of  the  students  have  come'  from  foreign 
countries,  five  hundred  from  states  outside  of  Massachusetts,  and  one  thousand  from  Massachu- 
setts towns  outside  of  Newton.  An  adjunct  of  the  school  is  a  snug  little  artificial  pond,  covering 
5,000  square  feet  and  surrounded  by  fences  and  bath-houses.  It  is  used  as  a  swimming  school, 
where  many  have  acquired  this  useful  art.  The  old  academy  building  still  stands,  at  the  corner 
of  Washington  and  Highland  streets,  and  after  graduating  nearly  four  thousand  men  and  women, 
who  have  by  its  lessons  met  the  world  at  an  advantage,  the  busy  hum  of  coming  lessons  may  still 
be  heard  from  its  old-fashioned  rooms,  still  under  guidance  of  the  Allen  Brothers,  their  daughters 
and  some  ten  other  assistants. 

*Pupils  connected  with  school  December,  1892,  have  come  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachu- 
setts, Ehode  Island,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Omaha,  Montana,  Oregon  and 
California,  New  Brunswick,  Canada,  Nicaragua,  C.  A.,  Columbia,  S.  A.,  Spain  and  Italy.
